Work at the Deoatur mines was rdsnm- 


ed this morning the tame as usual, and 
oual la coming np rapidly. There Is no 
disposition on tbe part of tbe men to quit. 
Everything la harmonious at tbe mines. 


Havnna,-Ang. 14.—Tbe exciting events 


of tbe last lew days have greatly disturb- 
ed Havana. The return of General Weyler 
and the reports of the fighting in the field 
near Guineas and Matanzas, set the city 
wild, and tbe reported entrance of Gomez 
into Matanzaa province has completed the 
panic. It is common rumor here that 
Weyler was driven back into Havana by 
the insurgents, and that ho lost a great 
many men. The insurgents outgeneraled 
him in every movement, so that Weyler 
narrowlv escaped' being captured or killed 
by the sudden and fierce attack made up- 
on his column by the insurgents. The 
report that the insurgents followed him 
to within five miles of Havana has iuteu- 
Biflecl the excitement. Troops are seen on 
the streets in large numbers, and orders 
are strict against allowing the people to 
congregate on the corners, as the Span- 
lards are afraid of a movement on the 
part of tbe Cubans in tbe oity to co-oper- 
ate with the insurgents outside. 


A movement was made Wednesday 


against some of the dock yard strikers, 
who were believed to bave dynamite lu 
their possession. It is claimed tDat the 
police have unearthed, a plot to blow up a 
part ot tbe dock yard or navy yard bore, 
and that the palace is also to be under- 
mined. 


Over 3i arrests of women were made 


the same day, the police charging them 
with being in communication with tbo 
Insurgents outside. 
They reside almost 


in tho center of the olty, and they are 
wealthy and Influential. 


In the outskirts of tbo city tbe Spanish 


forces have inaugurated martial law of 
the strictest kind. 
P&ople are not allow 


ed to walk on tho streets, and at night 
any person seen walking Is fired at, and if 
he stops ho is challenged. The Spanish 
have learned that the insurgents come 
and go at all hours, hence they do not 
propose taking any risks, but they Ore 
first so ns to be on the safe aide. A large 
number of p°raons living In tbe suburbs 
have been forced to leave their homes, as 
their dwellings were buined, accidental- 
ly it is said, but really by tbe orders of 
Weyler, so that no place of concealment 
oonld bo offertd the Insurgents. 


The insurgents have complete control 


of tbe two miles of territory outside of tha 
suburbs, and rove around without hin- 
drance. 
Whenever they need supplies 


they make a requisition on the suburb 
ans, and they generally get what they 
want, whether tbe Spaniards are present 
or not. 
The Spaniards have learned that 


these roving bands of insurgents are not 
to bo trifled with, and, whenever a raid is 
mode upon tbe suburbs, they generally 
withdraw to their barraoka or blockhouses 
and remain until the Cubans leave. 


.The details are meagre regarding tbe 


fighting near Gninos, but enough has be- 
oome known to show that the Spaniards 
were badly defeated, and that the Span- 
ish loss was heavy. The situation there 
is crltinal, and the territory between that 
place and HaTana is so filled with insur 
gents that the Spanish bave found gr»at 
difficulty in sending re-enorcements. A 
oonvoy ammunition train was captured 
day before yesterday by Arangnron, not 
10 miles from Havana.

of the treasury building in Washington 
a force of 50 expert and trusted em- 
ployes of tbe department have been en- 
gaged during the entire official day w 
counting- the contents of Uncle Sam s 
strong box. As the old gentleman is, 
understood to have something- over 
$700 000,000 in gold and silver coin and 
Iwllion, notes, certificates and bonds, 
•this same force of men and women will 
etill be employed in counting-and piling 
up the public hoard through all the hot 
days of summer and will not have fin- 
ished their monotonous but important 
task until the autumn winds are blow- 
ing the falling leaves about the parks 
of the capital city. 
This laborious operation is rendered 


necessary by the transfer of the cus- 
tody of the public moneys from the re- 
tiring treasurer of the United States 
to his successor, of the new adminis- 
tration, which took place at the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year, July 1. At the 
close of business on June 30 all the 
money, bonds and bullion received that 
day. with the retiring treasurer's state- 
ment of the contents of tbe vaults, was 
deposited in the subterranean vaults 
and the massive doors of steel were 
closed, locl-ed and sealed. The work of 
retiring Treasurer Morgan was over 
and the official kejs were handed over 
to his successor, Ellis H. Roberts, for- 
merly of the Franklin national bank, 
Kew York, whose autograph jou are 
perhaps carrying in jour pocketbook 
Jo-day, for it has appeared on all the 
paper currency issued by the govern- 
ment since July 1.

HEARING THE-EVIDENCE. 


Eddie Cook's Third Trial In Pro»rc» »t 


Havana. 


The Eddlo Cook murder trial is now 


under full headway at Havana, a jury 
having been secured. The evidence l» 
about the sama as at the two former 
xlals, nothing new. 


The crime with wblob Cook Is charged, 


concisely stated, is the murder of MlM 
Minnie Bennett, of Mwoa, In 1884. Cook 
smd Miss Bennett became lovers, and 
Cook accomplished her ruin. To hldo 
her shame Cook aooompanlcd Miss Ben- 
nett to Atlanta, where, It is alleged, tbo 
services of Dr. Gardner were secured ana 
an operation performed which resulted in 
Miss Bennett's death. Tho Logan county 
grand jury took up the case nnd Dr. 
GardnHr, tho physician believed to bo im- 
plicated in the case, committed suicide 
rather than face the grand jury. 


Oook was Indicted and tried In the Lo- 


gan county court in September, 1805, and 
was sentenced to 14 years in the peniten- 
tiary. Ho secured a new trial on some* 
technicality, and a change of vocne to 
Mason county, and bis second trial occur- 
red at Havana last February. He wn« 
again convicted this time under the Inde- 
terminate sentence law, which has by Im- 
plication been declared unconstitutional, 
and be wag again granted a new trial. 


Coot la defended by Attorneys A. J. 


Barr, of Bloomlngton. T. M. Beach, of 
Lincoln, and H B. Nortrup, of Havana. 
The prosecution is represented by State'* 
Attorneys Fuller, of DeWltt, Andorron, 
of Logan, and Mnrdook, of Mnton county. 


Speaking ot tho trial the M»rca Times 


soys "There are several things In tbo 
way of the prosecution wbloh stand out In 
Cook's favor and for which Cook needs to 
thank his lucky stnra. Tho foot that two 
judge* have granted him rehearing* mid 
have each admitted him to ball Is suffi- 
cient to create a doubt ot bla guilt In tho 
minds of the people unacquainted wltn 
the circumstances. Again, time iuod!Be» 
all things. 
Three years have pasicd 


since Minnie Bennett pasted from mortal 
existence and witnesses tbo ready and 
wilting to assort positively of certain fact* 
necessary to secure conviction have grown 
forgetful, absent-minded and negligent in 
their duty to Justice. The main wit- 
nesses for the prosecution have suddenly 
found themselves strangers to tbo on BO. 
Some points ot law are in bis favor caused 
by the notion of tbo loglulnture In repeal- 
ing the old form of punishment nnd en- 
acting a now peoiil code. Logan county 
has spent thousands of dollars in vnln at- 
tempts to bring Cook to justice. Ha bos 
spent a fortune In defending himself. Ho 
will be penniless when his day of liberty 
comes, but not penitent."

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VEGETABLE FLY-TRAP. 


Snmlow Tint Catches and De- 


vours Small Insect!*. 


There is an article on "I'lants That ' 


Teed Upon Insects," written by Thomas , 
II. Kearney, Jr., in St. Kieholas. The 
author says: 


Perhaps some of the rentiers of bt. 


Kicholas have'noticed the little plants j 
called sundews, that dwell in bogs in 
almost every part of the world. The 
commonest of these in the 
United 


StatesandinEnglandistheround-leai'd 
sundew, which has a rosette of rounchfeu ( 
leaves on slender stalks. Out of the , 
midst of them rises a leafless stem, 
'bearing- a number of small flowers, that 
open one by one- when the sun is shin- 
ing. The leaves are fringed and covered 
on the upper side with small, dark-red 
bodies, Called glands, borne on slender 
etalkb, like tiny, round-headed nails. 


I had gone out one morning wltn a 


party of Blackfeet to see one of their 
hunts, and also to try and kill for my- 
self. My horse was a good one, and 
much faster than any belonging to the 
Indian hunters. /I got detached from 
the party, becoming- tired of the slaugh- 
ter, and" must have been at least 20 
miles from camp, when I made for a 
small clump of timber not far off, in- 
tending to bnild a fire and roast a por- 
tion of some buffalo meat I had on the 
saddle with me. As I approached the 
•wood a band of about 100 animals burst 
out of the brush and made off to the 
south, and yes, most certainly, in the 
middle of them was a white buffalo. Al- 
though they were a qxiarter of a mile 
away, there could be no mistalce about 
it; he was there, as large as life, aud 
quite white, and running like a deer. 
There was no time to rnueh more than 
take in the scene, but I gathered up the 
reins and was after him, determined 
to bag that buffalo or kill my horse. 


Oh, what a race it was, mile after 


mile; and although all the band', with 
the exception of about a dozen had 
split off and gone in different diree- 


I tions, the white animal, with his body- 


j guard of about a dozen, kept at about 
the snnie distance ah end. I could catch 
a glimpse of him now and then, and 
there was no doubt he was snow white. 
Ot within shot I could not, for many 
miles. At last they bejjan to tire, and, 
although my horse tired also, I had 
good hopes of coming-up and getting a 
shot. Alas!* for such a chance. Of a 
sudden ,my horse lurched forward on 
his nose, sending me over his head onto 
the prairie, and turning a somersault 
himself, missing me by only a few feet. 
He had put his foot into a badger hole 
nnd brought ray hopes of a white robe 
to a sudden end.—Forest and Stream.

THE SUNDEW. 


On each of these little glands may be 
seen a drop of clear, sticky liquid that 
glistens in the sunlight. And this ap- 
pearance earns for the plant its pretty 
name of "sundew." 


•When an insect—a snail fly, for ex- 


amplo, or a gnat—alight?: upon a sun- 
dew leaf, he is caught and held by the 
sticky fluid on the glands under him. 
Then the .stalks of the glands near the 
edges of the leaf begin to bend in 
•toward tlie spot where the little in- 
truder is fastened, at the same time 
pouring out an extraordinary quantity 
of their sticky fluid. It is like a puppy 
lUios-e mouth \\aterb when he catches 
si«ht of a bone. This movement of the 
gla'id stalks is very slow, and it takes 
manv hours for the outer ones to close 
down (.11 the poor little victim. When 
they arc- at la.st completely bent, it is 
n number of days before they once more 
begin to spnad. 


Jieantime the fluid which they pour 


upon the body of the insect actually di- 
gests nil the eatable parts of him, leav- 
ing the hard shell of the thin wings bo- 
hind, v» hen the glands return to their 
places. Sundews will digest tiny bits 
of meat if placed upon the lea\ fs. There 
is no doubt that the plants are better 
for an occasional meal \ipou an insect, 
for those that do not obtain such food 
once in awhile thrive less than the 
plants that succeed in securing Jt. 


ONLY WHITE BUFFALO. 


Seen and Chased by Indians niid Han- 


tc-rs, lint Sever Caught. 


During the summer ol 3875 bands of 


Indians, returning from a hunt far out 
on the plains brought in stories of 
hming seen at different times and in 
different places, and always in the cen- 
ter of a large herd, a white buffalo. 
They had used their best horses in the 
effort to overtake it, to no purpose, 
never being able to^get anywhere near 
the animal. At first we did] not {hajr 
much attention, to these stories, but 
still it kept cropping up from different 
camps, and at last, in the fall of 1875, 
I mjbelf had a chance to \erify the 
truth of the report. 1 had been sent on 
duty north along the lied Deer river, 
and was camped near a large band of 
Blackfeet, who were hunting south of 
that river.

Deafness llf'School Children. 


The fact that inyopiahs is frequent 


among schoolchildren is well known. 
It is riot so well known that the im- 
paired hearing is also frequently met 
with. The children thus affected are 
often accused of being lazy and inat- 
tentive, when in reality their ears are 
at f auW. Helot shows that these cases 
are quite common, are easily recog- 
nized, are generally curable and when 
cured a large number of children are 
transformed, so to speak, both from a 
physical and a moral standpoint. Ac- 
cording to Weil of Stuttgart the propor- 
tion of school children with impaired 
hearing is 35 per cent.; according to 
Moure of Bordeaux, 17 per cent. Helot 
agrees with C.ete and other aurists 
that the proportion is 25 per cent., or 
one-fourth. All the children in a class 
should be carefully examined and these 
semi-deaf pupils will always be found 
among the poor scholars. The cause of 
infirmity is to be sought for—n;.so- 
pharyn-geal catarrh following measles, 
scarlatina, whooping cough, adenoid 
vegetations, hypertrophied tonsils, etc.

THE LATEST SPORT. 


(Shooting Flying Fish on the Pacific Coast.) 
Joes not differ from those found in the 
waters of the .Mexican gulf aud the Car- 
ribean, except that like everything else 
in California, he is larger than his east- 
ern cousin, and attains a length of 18 
inches and a weight of two pounds.

The fins are not flapped, the only motion 
being a tremulous one imparted to them 
when the tail is twisted in the water.

WHY ROENTGEN RAYS INJURE. 
Electrician Mcola Tefela Tell* of HI* 
Experiments. 


It ias been known for &orue time t!hat 


Nicola Tesla has been irutking- exhaus- 
tive investigations concerning- Eoent- 
g-en rays, not alone for their use in sci- 
entific demonstration, but also for their 
effects upon, the human system. Teslii 
has given voice to his deductions, so Tar 
jia he has determined them, in a kmij 
statement of his experience with rays, 
and in the course of it he makes Borne 
announcements certain to create wide 
discussions and comment in the scien- 
tific world. Summing- up his experi- 
mental experiences, Mr. Tesla says: 


It would seem advisable, first, to 


abaction the use of bulbs containing 
platinum; second, to substitute for 
them properly. constructed Lauanl 
tubes containing1 pure aluminium only, 
a tube of Phis kind having-, besides, the 
advantage truvt it is constructed with 
fn-Oit mechanical precision, and there- 
fore is capable of producing: much 
sharper impressions; third, to use n 
protective screen, of aluminum sheet 
01- instead, of this a v> et clothor layer of 
fluid; fourth, tomake c .posuresatadis- and Oakland" Ave. 
taiice of at least 14 inches, and prefer- 
sbly to expose longer at a greater dis- 
tance. 


Tesla cites several instances ot the 


injurious effects of rays which, have 
come under his personal observation in 
J-.is laboratory, which go far to bear out 
eunouneernents of the manner in which 
rays aftect the system, but bejond Uiir" 
he- has discovered w liy rnj b have this 
injurious iniluence, and the theory is as 
norel as it is valuable. He says: 


"According to the evidence I am ob- 


taining, bulbs, when inaction,areemit- 
tn:g a° bti-ea.m oi small material parti- 
cles,. There pre some experiments which 
seem to indicate that these particles 
start from the outer wall ot the bulb; 
tleere are others which see-in to prove 
that there is actual penetration of the 
wall, and in the case of the thin alumi- 
num windows I have now not the least 
doubt that some of the finely disin- 
tegrated cathodic matter is actually 
iorecd through. Thepe streams may be 
simply projected to a great distance, 
•the velocity gradually diminishing 
without the formation of any waves, 
or the} may give rise to the concussions 
end longitudinal waves. This for the 
pre&ent consideration is entirely imma- 
teriaa."

the rayfe, as w«ll as their effect upon 
other persons whom he had observed, 
OVrsla comes to this. conclusion as to 
their effect beyond lie surface:

MIGHT HAVE BEEN A DICTATOR. 


Gen. Scott Declined to Consider a 


proposition Affecting Mexico. 


It may surprise many readers to lean! 


that overtures were made to Gem. Scott 
by many Mexicans of position and by 
many American officers to permanently 
occupj Mexico and organize a new gov- 
ernment. The scheme proposed toGen, 
Scott was, in substance, this: It was 
supposed that upon the conclusion ol 
a treaty of peace at least three-fourths 
of the American, army would be dis- 
charged and that a large portion, of the 
officers -would resign, and, with many 
of tbe men, would enter the new army 
of Mexico, and enough others would 
be recruited in tie United Sta/tes to 
make the American contingent lo.OOO 
strong.- and to this might be added, a 
like number of Mexican soldiers, Wita 
euch an army it was suggested Una* 
Mexico could be he-Id aod governed in 
an orderly way, and. prosperity might 
be assured. 


The plan contemplated a. pronumcia- 


mento, in which. Gen. Scott should de- 
clare himself dictator of the republic 
for a term of five years or more to give 
time for agitators to acquire pacific 
liabits and to learn to govern them- 
selves and to respect an orderly govern- 
ment, where the rights of property 
were not only respected, but fully pro- 
tected. 
Already in possession of the 


forts, arsenals, foundries, cities, mines 
and ports of entry, -with, nearly ail the 
arms, it was not doubted that a very 
general acquiescence would follow. 


Scott was invited to several conclaves 


of ofScers, but from the first emphat- 
ically declined to enter into the plot. 
He did not purpose to change his al- 
legiance or hifc service or his flag, but 
meant, he said, to return to the United 
States. He had several reasons for this 
determination. He was essentially a 
conservative -thinker and was endowed 
with a remarkably nigh sense of jus- 
tice, and he bads genuine contempt for
